The  early  pioneers  of  Adoiphustown,  were  a  people  vvho 
believed  in  the  near  presence  of  Crod  and  were  ateeped  in  the 
history  of  the  3ible.   They  believed  in  the  old-laahion^d 
virtues,  honesty,  loyality,  love  of  fajiily,  hard  woric  and 
self -discipline.   They  also  believed  in  using  the  rod  and 
would  even  send  the  culprit  out  in  the  thicket  to  cut  it. 

The  two  leading  iielif^ious  Denominations  were  An^jlicana 
and  j:iethodist8,  with  quite  a  nuiaber  of  ,uaK:er!i,  later  designated 
The  wociety  of  Iriends.    The  .int^lican  'woifuiunity  have  an  enviable 
record  of  keepin^^  alive  the  splendid  traditions  of  their  forbears 
and  each  year  special  services  are  conducted  in  the  .vn^-jlicab 
Church  to  retell  the  story  of  the  United  .i.npire  i^oyaliats. 

The  early  i.ethodiats  also  did  their  part  well,  in  laying 
the  foundation  of  Christian  .rincipals,  broad  and  deep  and 
wherever  the  rin,:  of  the  woodman's  axe,  or  the  crack  of  the 
hunters  rifle  was  heard,  the  pioneer  ^Teacher,  with  his  Uble 
and  Hyrnn  Book  in  his  jaddle~ba,:,  followed  the  adventurous 
settler,  to  preach  the  ,-lad  tidin»;s  of  the  cross. 


vonie  years  followin^^  the  ^unerican  Kevolutionary  ar, 
^^ls8ionarie8  of  the  >Aehodist  denorai nation  in  the  United  tateu, 
visited  different  pvarts  of  the  country,  particularly  those 
corrirnunities  vhere  .oyalists  of  that  faith  had  settled,  xrescott 
on  the  Kiver  Jt  Laurence  and  vdolphuatown  on  the  l^ay  of  uinte. 
illiam  Loaee  appears  to  have  been  the  missionary  and  was  knov/n 
as  a  Circuit  tUder.   He  was  coiniuissioned  to  build  the  first 
Methodist  Church  in  Canada  at  Adoiphustown  and  did  the  pre- 
liminary work,  but  owin^;  to  an  unfortunate  circumstance,  was 
unable  to  complete  his  aijl;jniaent.    itr  will  be  recalled  that 
the  the  settlement  at  j^^reacott,  comprised  such  notables  in 
ilethodist  Church  History,  .iS  the  i'emberton 's,  tlie  hecks,  the 
j-mbury's  and  the  jjun}-iai..s,  all  of  wnom  came  anuer  Lhe  supervision 
of  Viliiaui  Losee.   The  JlW^  leadings  spirit  of  this  group  was, 
T^arbara  i  uckle  the  talented  vife  of  ^aul  Iteck,  who  with  her 
husband  had  left  Ireland  in  1760  lor  the  .  ew  'orld  and  since 
recOf-jnized  as  the  founder  of  ii^ethodism  in  Canada, 
''illiara  Losee  when  visiting;  the  iOyalists  at  Prescott,  Nvould 
Haturally  be  entertained  at  the  home  of  x^aul  ana  'k»,rb£ira  iieck 
and  thou'iht  highly  of  this  family.   Durin^^  one  of  these  visits 
he  suddnely  found  himself  desperately  in  love  v/ith  the  youni;» 
handsome  and  talented  dau,jhter,  .atharine  lieck  but  decided 
the  time  not  opportune  to  declare  himself.    ►Ux  months  v/ould 
elapse  ere  his  itinerary  vould  permit  of  another  visit  and 
when  that  tibme  caroe  and  he  learned  that  iv^atharine  Heck  ^/ao 
ea5a;;ed  to  marry  Reginald  -L'emberton,  only  son  of  Colonel 
Pemberton,  a  retired  Ariiy  Officer,  from  a  wealthy,  aristocratic 
i.nj-ilish  1  amily,  he  colapsed,  and  spent  the  remainaer  ol  his 
days  in  a  Mental  Hospital.

Followin-^  the  retireraent  of  'Villitim  Losee,  Ke^^inald 
Pemberton  and  his  young  wife,  Katharine  Heck,  were  delegated 
to  superintend  the  completion  of  the  Hay  Bay  Methodist  Church, 
ivhich  was  opened  for  relijjious  service  in  179ki. 

The  late  Dr.  W.  H.  ^Vithrov;,  in  his  history  of  "The  life 
of  Barbara  Heck"  relates,  that  this  ener^^etic  youn^;  couple 
actually  prepared  with  their  axes,  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  heavy  pine  timber,  used  in  the  construction  of  this  building 
and  the  axe  marks  made  by  these  improvised  Christian  ''orKers, 
remain  until  this  day. 

The  story  of  idolphustown  would  not  be  complete,  without 
again  re  cord  in^^  the  very  sad  tra,-edy  v/hich  occurred  on  iiunday 
Au^^ust  <i9th,  1819.,  when  ten  young  people  on  their  way  to  attend 
a  religious  service  in  this  same  Church,  met  their  death  by 
drowning;,  when  the  boat  in  which  they  were  travelling,  suddenly 
capsized,  plunging  all  the  occupants  into  the  Vater.   This 
disaster  was  long  remembered  and  the  syrapathy  of  the  entire 
community  went  out  to  the  bereaved  families.   The  writers 
Grand  i..other,  many  years  ago,  related  this  sad  story,  with  much 
feeling.    Zhe   v/as  eighteen  years  old  at  the  time  and  had  two 
cousins  among  the  victims. 

The  Old  Methodist  Church  on  this  date  is  one  hundred  and 
fifty  lour  years  old  and  stands  majestically  on  the  shores  of 
the  beautiful  Bay  of  ^uinte,  at  the  entrance  of  Hay  Bay. 
It  is  built  of  pine  timber  ,  sixty  feet  long  and  forty  feet  in 
width  and  two  storey's  in  heighth.    Liany  years  ago  it  was  closed 
for  reli;i;ioua  service  and  later  sold  to  a  farmer  and  used  as  a 
store-house  for  farm  machinery.    Twenty  five  years  Ji^^o,  The 
United  Church  of  Canada,  purchased  the  building  and  at  that 
time  made  extensive  repairs.   The  boards  covering  t}ie  outside 
v;alls  were  removed,  treated  with  a  wood  preservative  and  replaced, 
the  roof  also  was  renewed  and  the  old  windov/s  replaced  vith  new 
ones  and  with  these  repairs,  the  Old  Church  presented  a  decidedly 
neat  appearance.    It  is  now  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  repair 
was  made  and  visitors  can  discern  considerable  deterioration  at 
this  time.   The  outside  boarding  near  the  loundation  is  falling 
off,  exposing  the  timbers  to  the  elements  and  some  of  the  panels 
of  the  front  doors  have  droped  out.   The  grounds  are  covered  v/ith 
a  heavy  growth  of  v/eeds  and  grass  and  one  wonders  how  a  v/ooden 
building,  so  vulnerable  to  the  ravishes  of  fire  has  escaped 
destruction.    The  "Var  and  scarcity  of  labor  and  materials  are 
doubtless  responsible  for  the  present  condition.

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FOSTER  FAwELLY  HIoTORY 


The  first  Fosters  were  Foresters,  abbre- 
viations having  come  about  with  lapse  of  time. 
They  caine  from  Holland  to  jUngland,  more  correctly, 
they  shoxild  be  referred  to  as  having  come  from 
Flanders.  Tradition  has  it  that  the  first  British 
Forester  was  a  brother-in-law  of  William  the  Con- 
queror. We  are  not,  however,  immediately  concerned 
with  tracing  our  ancestors  thus  far  back.  The 
Foresters  referred  to  in  Scott »s  verse,  along  with 
the  Fenwicks  and  kusgraves,  eventually  ceme  to  be 
residents  in  and  attached  to  Bamborough  Castle  in 
the  North  of  England, (see  Welter  Besant*s  novel 
"Dorothy  Foster")  and  fron  there,  after  the  discovery 
of  AiTierica,  several  members  of  the  family  came  to 
the  nevj  continent.  Of  these,  most  settled  in  New 
England,  as  vjas  natural,  although  there  are  records 
of  several  grants  of  land  to  Fosters  in  Nova  Scotia 
and  Nev;  Brunswick,   The  family  from  which  our  pro- 
genitors sprang  was  known  as  the  "Dorchester  Branch", 
descendants  of  Keverend  Thomas  Foster  and  his  wife 
Abigal  Wiiaes,  'The  family  of  Rev, Thomas  Footer, were; 
Richard  who  married  fiatience  Bigg,  Thomas  married 
Elizabeth  Bigg,  'wllliara  married  Susanna  Bigg  and  xom 
Brackenberry,  Sarah  married  Jolin  Smith, iilizabeth 
married  William  Ferris,  and  Jane  married  V/illiam 
Ledbrooke,   Thomas  Foster  caiae  to  Aiaerica  in  the 
"Hercules"  in  1634- ,  accompanied  by  his  brother 
William  and  from  tais  stock  vte   owe  our  being.   The  Fosters  who  came  to  Canada, 
follovfing  the  American  Revolutionary  VJar,  1784,  became  "United  Empire  Loyalists", 
They  came  from  Dutchess  County  and  settled  on  the  Marsh  Front,  near  Northport,  in 
the  County  of  Prince  Edward.   There  were  four  members  of  the  family;  V/illiam, 
Joseph,  Martin  and  Sabra,  who  became  the  wife  of  Daniel  B.  Way.  William  Foster 
acquired  some  three  hundred  acres  of  land,  half  of  which  in  exchange  for  a  horse. 
Both  William  Foster  and  his  brother  Joseph,  seem  to  have  been  peculiarly  happy 
in  their  relation  with  the  Nomadic  Redmen  who  c£ime  and  v/ent  in  the  district.  There 
was  a  quarrel  among  the  "Mohawks"  which  ended  in  a  battle  and  the  services  of 
William  in  caring  for  the  wounded  created  a  bond  of  amity  which  lasted  for  many 
years.    V/llliam  Foster  married  Elizabeth  Reed,  a  daughter  of  William  Reed  and 
his  wife  Nancy  Nesbitt,  who  were  "United  Empire  Loyalists".  The  founder  of  the 
Huffman  family,  Elias  Huffman,  married  a  sister,  Nancy  Reed,  and  their  two  eldest 
sons,  Elijah  and  Jacob  Huffman  vjere  the  first  settlers  in  the  Moscow   district. 
William  Foster's  childred  were;  -  William,  Asa,  Joseph,  Samuel  and"<iiwiiy,  William 
married  Cynthia  Clapp,  Joseph  married  Elizabeth  Roblin,  Samuel  married  Julia  Simmons

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FOSISR  FMULY  HISTORY  -  Continued, 


Joseph  Foster  £.nd  Slizabetli  Roblin  were  married  at  Nortiiport 
in  the  County  of  fx-ince  Edward,  on  Aufoxst  21st «,  I826,  end  spent  their 
honeymoon  visiting  their  cousins,  Elijah  and  Jacob  Huffsian,  who  had  set- 
tled tiie  year  before  in  the  then  xuilderness  of  the  Toiraship  of  Gaiiiden. 
The  iiuffaian  brothers  were  successful  in  persuading  tliis  newly  married 
couple,  to  join  them  in  their  pioneer  work  and  after  due  consideration 
they  decided  to  remain  and  finally  choose  the  land  iiamediately  across  the 
road  as  their  future  home  and  so  these  three  families  formed  the  nucleus 
of  the  first  settlement,  which  aftervxards  became  kno^ra  as  the  Moscovf  District. 

The  land  selected  by  Joseph  Foster  and  his  young  helpmate  v;as 
Lot  50  in  the  4th., concession  of  Caiaden.  No  Imaberman's  axe  had  ravished 
or  despoiled  the  virgin  forest  and  the  gigantic  Oaks,  Maples  and  Pines  were 
a  sight  to  behold  snd  never  to  be  forgotten.  To  hev/  out  a  home  amidst  such 
surroundings  was  a  challenge  to  be  accepted,  not  with  resignation,  but  vjith 
zest,  earnestness  and  enthusiasm.   During  the  fall  of  I826,  Joseph  Foster 
with  the  generous  assistance  of  the  Huffman  brothers,  clearea  a  spot  large 
enough  for  a  log  house  to  be  erected  the  follovring  spring.  The  Winter  was 
an  ideal  time  for  cutting  f-nd  framing  the  tiiaber  for  this  nexv  home  and  during 
this  period  they  resided  with  Jacob  Huffman  and  his  wife.   On  ii&Y   the  first, 
1827,  the  Foster  home  was  toelAj  for  occupation.  In  due  course,  the  first 
fallovy  (5  acres)  -.'ras  cut,  the  logs  rolled  in  heaps  and  ready  to  burn,  the 
ashes  to  be  used  for  the  making  of  j)Otash,  the  orily  cash  crop  available, 
and  which  -when  sold  in  Kingston  (25  miles  distant)  brought  |40,00,  per  barrel. 

Samuel  Foster  having  learned  through  his  brother  Joseph,  of  the 
splendid  opi-ort unities  to  be  had  in  the  nev;  locality,  decided  to  cast  in  his 
lot  ?;ith  the  others  and  settled  on  the  south  half  of  Lot  II0.48,  in  the  same 
Concession  and  just  one  and  a  half  miles  due  south  from  his  brother's  home. 


Joseph  Foster  proved  to  be  a  decidedly  resourceful  pioneer  and 
veiy  early  rented  a  sav?  Mill  in  which  to  cut  the  necessary  luiaber  for  the 
erection  of  a  barn.   This  Mill  was  located  on  the  siaall  creek  ?;hich  forms 
the  outlet  from  Varty  Lake  and  v^as  built  by  a  man  narked  Gubby.  This  i!ill 
could  only  operate  during  the  spring  frochet,  so  it  v-ras  decided  to  build  a  Mill 
on  the  Napanee  River  at  Petvjorth,  three  xalles  distant  from  the  farm  home. On 
the  completion  of  this  Llill,  all  the  best  pine  logs  taken  from  the  fallow  land 
were  cut  into  lumber.  To  the  lumber  operations  v;as  added  the  square  timber 
business,  principally  oak,  which  vjas  taken  to  Kingston  and  used  in  the  ship 
building  industry,  which  had  just  gotten  underway.   Another  side-line  under- 
taken was  the  cooperage  business.  Barrels  were  needed  for  shipping  potash 
to  market,  butter  tubs,  pails,  v;ash-tubs  and  later  sap-buckets,  and  all  these 
were  turned  out  in  large  quantities  from  a  log  cooper-shop,  where  two  men 
were  employed.  The  surplus  not  needed  locally,  was  taicen  to  zangston, to- 
gether with  the  potash,  where  a  ready  market  was  found  for  all  that  could 
be  produced. 
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FOSTER  FA^HLY  HISTORY  -  Continued. 


In  addition  to  his  many  activities,  he  introduced  the  culture 
of  SorghUBi  or  Sucar-cane,  from  v;hich  v;as  manufactured  a  fine  quality  of 
Sorghum  Molasses.  The  process  consisted  of  pressing  the  juice  from  the 
sugar-cane  by  two  large  maple  rollers,  geared  to  run  in  opposite  direction 
to  each  other.  They  stood  perpendicular  and  supported  by  a  frsiae  ?rork,  to 
one  roller  was  attached  an  arm  twelve  feet  long,  to  which  a  horse  was  hitched 
to  turn  the  rollers.  The  juice  vms  boiled  in  a  pan  and  30f.  of  the  contents 
which  remained  vjsls   tho  Sorghim  iiolasses. 

The  making  of  maple  sugar  each  spring  was  an  important  industry 
with  these  early  settlers.  The  old  fashioned  bread  pan  was  generally  used 
as  a  mould  for  the  cakes,  and  the  writer  recalls  having  seen  a  sin^;le  row  of 
maple  sugar  cakes,  sixteen  feet  long  and  four  feet  high,  two  cords  by  measure- 
ment* 

Joseph  Foster  was  27  years  old  and  his  vdfe  Elizabeth  Roblin  was 
25  years  of  age,  when  they  started  life  in  their  new  home  in  the  Huffinan 
settlement.  To  this  couple  were  bom  seven  children;  James,  Prudence,  Augusta, 
Nancy,  Roblin,  Abigal  and  Hioebe.  James  married  Mercy  Hyland,  whose  home  vi^as 
at  Cataraqui,  in  the  County  of  Frontenac,  Prudence  married  William  Davies, 
Augusta  died  young,  i'lancy  married  Charles  TrV,  Hall,  Roblin  died  young,  the 
result  of  an  accident.  Abigal  married  Nathan  Lovelace,  and  Phoebe  married 
D. A, Clark. 

In  1836,  ten  years  after  his  arrival,  Joseph  Foster  had  anquired 
all  the  land  between  his  farm  home  at  Moscow  aM  the  village  of  Petworth, 
where  the  new  6avj  Mill  was  in  operation,  cutting  lumber  for  theerection  of 
a  new  home.  The  building  was  completed  in  due  course  and  was  a  large  substantial 
structure  and  the  first  stone  house  in  the  neigiiborhood,  John  Schermerhorn  did 
the  stone  work.  This  house  stands  today  arid  is  a  fitting  memorial  to  one  of 
Moscov;»s  pioneers. 


Prudence  Foster  who  married  Wm.Davies,  settled  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  in  the  ¥.S.A.,  and  her  yoion^  er  sister,  Augusta,  accompanied  her  and 
was  one  of  the  first  School  Teachers,  in  ishat  is  now  Papineau,  65  miles  south 
of  Chica|;o.   (It  s  .ould  be  mentioned  Just  here,  that  before  starting  her 
teachia^:  career  in  the  U.S.A.,  she  taught  school  at  Moscoxv,  in  a  small 
square  cottage  building,  known  as  Clark's  V/eave  Shop,  this  building  stood 
30   feet  west  of  the  "Clark  Cottage"  still  standing  and  presently  owned  by 
Edgar  Drew.)  Augusta  Foster,  therefore,  was  Moscow's  first  School  Teacher. 
Nancy  also  went  to  Illinois  as  a  teacher  and  later  married  C.V/.Hall,  These 
tvra  daughters  of  Joseph  Foster,  received  their  educational  qualifications  at 
a  -^uaker  School  in  the  County  of  Prince  ^dm^ard. 
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FOSTER  FAifflLY  HISTORY,  continued. 


Joseph  Foster  was  always  deeply  concerned  regarding  the  temporal 
wellbeing  of  his  faniily  and  for  this  reason  visited  his  daughters  who  had 
settled  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  that  he  mie^ht  learn  something  of  the 
nature  of  the  country,  and  thus  ije  better  able  to  divide  with  them  a  portion 
of  his  estate.  For  this  purpose  he  laid  aside,  sixteen  hundred  dollars. 
Like  Gerald  0*Hara  in  Liargaret  Mitchell's  "Gone  with  the  Wind",  he  sincerely 
believed  that  land  was  the  safest  investment  in  Tsdiich  money  could  be  placed 
and  therefore  invested  the  sixteen  hundred  dollars  in  4-00  acres  of  prairie 
land,  200  acres  for  each  of  his  two  daughters.  He  tlien  returned  home,accoift- 
panied  by  Augusta  who  had  been  in  poor  health  for  some  time. 

Joseph  Foster  amd  his  brother  Samuel  were  of  a  deeply  religious 
temperament,  and  early  in  life  had  sought  and  found  "The  pearl  of  great 
price  and  the  forgiveness  of  sins".  They  were  also  strong  advocates  of 
temperance  and  as  early  as  1845  bad  succeeded  in  organizint^  a  Temperance 
Society,  under  tlie  title  of  "The  Eastern  Star",  Division  Number  204,  of 
the  "Sons  of  TemperaiiCe"  of  the  Province  of  Canada  West,  located  at  Camden 
East. (The  name  "Moscow"  had  not  yet  been  assigned  to  the  Huffman  Settlement,) 

The  writer  has  in  his  possession  the  original  charter  of  this  orga- 
nization. There  are  twenty-eight  signatxires  attached  to  the  instrument,  most 
of  whom  were  the  heads  of  the  earliest  families  who  had  settled  in  the  neigh- 
borhood -  they  are  as  follows :

This  Society  functioned  for  a  number  of  years  and  had  at  one  time, 
upwards  of  one  hundred  members.  Some  of  the  fruit  of  its  labours  can  yet  be 
seen  at  Moscow.  V/e  will  mention  one  incident  which  is  worth,  alone,  all  the 
effort  put  forth  by  this  noble  band.   It  was  realized  by  the  members  of  the 
Society,  that  they  had  enemies  right  in  the  neighborhood,  who  thought  to  kill 
the  influence  of  the  temperance  v/orkers,  by  starting  a  hotel  where  whiskey  could 
be  sold.  They  moved  fast  and  before  the  temperance  people  were  aware  as  to 
what  was  going  on,  a  building  was  erected  by  one,  Charlie  Sheilds,  and  all 
kinds  of  spirituous  liquors  offered  for  sale.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the 
neighborhood  was  up  in  arms,  particularly  the  women,  led  by  Mrs, John  K.Amey, 
who  bought  the  hotel  from  under  the  proprietor,  with  her  own  money,  and  closed 
out  the  business  forthwith.  As  a  result  of  this  timely  action,  no  intoxicating 
liquors  ha^ve  been  sold  (legally)  in  Moscow  since  that  date,  and  in  fact,  never 
can  be  sold  so  long  as  the  present  local  option  arraiitjeraent  remains  in  force. 
The  memory  of  this  noble  woman,  lirs,  John  N,  Amey  will  never  be  forgotten.

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  early  pioneers  had  many  obstacles 
to  contend  with,  but  having  brave  hearts  and  resolute  spirits,  they  vrere  able 
to  face  every  emergency  with  v;hich  they  were  confronted.  They  had  no  roads, 
siiaply  a  blazed  trail;  there  v/ere  no  bridges  over  the  rivers  and  streams. 
Daylicht-savine  was  universally  acceptec  as  a  necessity,  for  the  reason  that 
modern  principles  of  illuiiii nation  were  far  in  the  distance.  Ylhen   darkness 
cauie  on,  they  had  to  depend  on  the  li^ht  from  the  open  fire  or  fire-place. 
Later,  when  sheep  and  cattle  were  added  to  their  possessions  and  tallov;  became 
available,  the  surroundings  were  brilliantly  lichted  (so  tuey  believed)  with 
possibly  two  or  three  tallow  candles.    It  was  years  before  the  kerosene 
lamp  was  introduced  -  even  matches  v:ere  unknovm  and  when  fires  vjQiit   out,  flint 
and  Gubstance  called  "punk",  found  inside  of  hollo?;  maple  trees  were  used  to 
start  the  fire.   There  were  no  stoves  and  cooking  was  done  in  iron  kettles, 
suspended  from  swinging  brackets,  called  cranes,  which  were  fastened  to  each 
end  of  the  fire-place. 

There  is  something,  however,  about  this  primitive  life,  which  appeals 
veiy  strongly  to  every  noimal  individual.  We  long  to  get  away  from  the  huin.- 
dmm  of  every  day  life,  from  the  noise  of  traffic  and  the  use  of  gadgets,  to 
the  secluded  places  where  we  can  fish  and  cook  our  meals  over  an  open  fire, 
amid  sparks  flying  and  plenty  of  smoke.  It  is  then  that  we  envy  the  pleasxzres 
enjoyed  by  the  first  settlers. 

"The  good  neighbor  spirit"  which  we  hear  so  much  about  today  and  we  trust 
will  return,  v;as  developed  to  a  point  where  formality  was  broken  down,  the  latch 
string  always  hung  on  the  outside  of  the  door  arid  neighbors  did  not  wait  for 
special  invitations  before  making  a  friendly  call. 

There  were  no  Churches  in  these  early  days;  Religious  Meetings  on  the 
Sabbath  were  held  in  log  houses  and  strict  ::>abbath  observance  was  the  general 
rule.  It  frequently  happened  that  Religious  Services  were  held  in  new  barns 
before  they  were  used  for  the  storing  of  crops.  The  first  Mnisters  were 
"Circuit  Riders"  and  V/illiam  Locie,  who  built  the  first  Methodist  Church  in 
Canada,  and  Lorenzo  Bow  had  visited  tiiis  district.  Everyone,  young  and  old, 
attended  the  meetings,  they  went  either  on  horse-back,  v,lth  oxen  or  walked. 


The  Religious  persuations  were  mainly  Methodist  and  Jlpiscopal  and 
V/esleyeans  were  also  represented.   There  were  also  a  few  vrho  held  to  the 
Snglish  Church  and  some  Orthodox  Q,uakers  in  the  settlement. 

In  1865,  the  ilpiscopal  Methodists  decided  to  build  a  Church  on  the 
site  of  the  present  Moscow  Cemetery.   The  names  of  Joseph  Foster  and  Samuel 
Foster  appear  as  members  of  the  first  committee  named  by  the  Comraunity  to 
undertake  the  work.  The  minutes  of  the  various  deliberations  of  this  committee 
show  thLt  Samuel  Foster  was  appointed  Secretary  i-nd  continued  to  act  in  that 
capacity  throughout  and  until  the  Church  known  as  the  "White  Church"  was 
completed.  The  record  of  the  proceedings  are  still  preserved  at  Moscow, and 
one  is  impressed,  oven  to  this  day,  with  the  beauty  of  penmanship,  style 
and  diction.

Joseph  Foster  and  his  wife  were  regular  in  their  attendance 
of  Divine  Worship  at  the  New  v^ite  Church,  wh-ich  ^vas  located  three 
miles  due  south  from  the  homsstead.  In  fair  weather  they  invariably 
walked  across  the  fields  to  Samuel  Foster's  home,  v;hich  was  half  way 
and  in  a  straight  line  to  the  Chiorch,  The  latter,  with  his  \^dfe,  would 
join  them  and  together  they  would  proceed  to  their  destination.  The 
women  wore  black  silk  dresses  v;ith  bonixets  to  laatch.  The  men's  Sunday 
attire  consisted  of  new  horae  made  full-cioth  and  in  warm  weather  the 
coat  would  be  discarded  and  a  white  linen  duster  worn.    Men  of  that 
day  were  not  considered  properly  dressed  on  the  Sabbath,  without  black 
silk  plug  hats  and  a  cane,  and  to  this  custom  the  Foster  brothers  con- 
formed* ^—^

Joseph  Foster  died  on  the  10th.,  of  Jxine  l871f  at  the  age  of 
73  years.  His  wife  ^illizabeth  Roblin,  passed  on  fourteen  years  later, 
April  the  l^th.,  1885,  ia  the  84.th,,  year  of  her  age. 

They  were  buried  in  tlie  family  plot,  immediately  at  the  rear 
of  the  White  Church  they  loved  so  well  and  helped  to  build «

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THE  ROBLIN  ?'AMILY  HISTORY 


The  Roblin»s  were  of  Holland  Dutch  Descent  and  emigrated 
to  England  in  1356,  A.D.;  and  following  the  discovery  of 
America,  some  of  them  decided  to  try  their  fortunes  in  the 
New  ■^orld  and  became  residents  in  the  1-Jew  England  States. 
All  went  well  until  until  the  American  Revolutionary  War  of 
1775  developed  and  the  Roblin's  refuged  to  ally  themselves 
with  the  enemy's  of  the  British  King.   At  this  period  the 
Roblin's  had  succeeded  in  a  material  way,  mostly  as  farmers, 
but  soon  discovered  that  the  loyalist  party  were  about  to 
face  a  decidedly  serious  situation.   One  night  the  Roblin  home 
was  under  attack  by  raiders  from  the  revolutionary  party,  who 
fired  eleven  bullets  through  the  windows.   One  of  them  struck 
John,  the  eldest  son  in  the  knee.   John  and  his  brother  Stephen 
with  their  mother  and  little  brothers  were  dragged  to  a  con- 
centration camp  where  some  army  surgeon  completed  the  work 
of  the  bullet  by  operating  so  clumsily  on  John's  leg  that  it 
was  permanently  injured,  and  crippled  for  life. 

John  Roblin  and  his  brother  Stephen  came  to  Canada  in 
the  Major  Vanalstine  Party,  and  landed  at  Adolphustov/n  on  the 
16th.,  of  June  ,  1784.   John  Roblin's  wife  v^as  Elizabeth  Moore 

Adolphustown  -  following  the  arrival  of  the  United  Empire 
Loyalists,  became  at  once  of  more  than  ordinary  importance, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  is  the  smallest  LIunioipality 
or  Township  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  being  only  three  and 
a  half  miles  square.   It  has  sent  to  the  Legislatures  of  Canada 
no  less  than  eleven  representatives  and  every  one  a  Loyalist, 
and  John  Roblin  was  the  second  one  to  be  elected.   In  18o9, 
Lennox  and  Addington  became  entitled  to  two  members  in  the 
Parliament  of  Upper  Canada  and  John  Roblin  was  duly  elected; 
but  as  he  was  a  Reformer  his  presence  in  the  House  v/as  object- 
ionable to  the  Family  Compact.   As  no  other  charge  could  be 
brought  against  him  a  petition  was  filed  against  his  return 
upon  the  ground  that  he  was  a  local  preacher  of  the  Methodist 
Church,   and  in  the  eyes  of  the  Compact  an  enemy  to  the  estab- 
lished Church,  and  consequently  not  a  fit  and  proper  person  to 
take  part  in  the  deliberations  of  the  ^.egislature  of  a  British 
colony:  he  was  accordingly  expelled  from  the  House  in  1810. 
His  Son  David  who  was  born  in  181<i.,  and  finally  settled  in 
Kapanee,  was  elected  to  the  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada,  in 
July  1854.,  his  opponent  was  Honourable  Benjamin  Seymour.   David 
Roblin  held  the  seat  and  continued  to  represent  the  County 
until  1862,  his  wife  v/as  Pamelia  Hawley,  a  daughter  of  Jehiel 
Hawley  of  Fredericksburgh.   David  Roblin  for  many  years  was 
a  prominent  citizen  and  merchant  of  Napanee  and  carried  on  an 
extensive  lumbering  business.   Roblin:  a  thriving  village  in 
the  Township  of  Richmond  v/as  named  after  him.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  ROILIU  FAMn^Y  Continued. 


In  1841.,  a  Grandson  of  John  Roblin  -  John  P.  Roblin 
was  elected  to  represent  the  County  of  Prince  Edward,  in  the 
Old  Parliament  of  Canada  and  served  the  constituency  for  a 
period  of  eighteen  years.   Later  a  great,  great,  Granason 
of  John  Roblin  -  Sir  Rodmen  Roblin,  was  elected  to  the  i-.egis- 
lature  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba  and  succeeded  to  the 
Premiership  on  the  retirement  of  oir.  Hugh  John  Macdonald, 
(only  son  of  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald)   It  will  be 
seen  from  this  history  that  Loyalist  John  Roblin  and  his 
descendants  were  public  spirited  freeman  and  served  their 
King  and  Canada  well. 

John  Roblin  served  in  the  \7ar  of  ISlkd.,  though  perman- 
ently crippled  and  died  on  February  28th.,  1813.,  in  his 
thirty  nineth  year.   He  w^as  hurried  in  the  cemetry  across  the 
road  from  the  Old  Hay  Bay  Methodist  Church,  in  which  he  served 
as  a  Local  Preacher  and  which  was  erected  by  the  United  Empire 
Loyalists  in  1792.   In  September  1947.,  Mr.  C.H.J.  Snider,  a 
representative  of  the  Toronto  Evening  Telegram,  came  to  Adol- 
phustown  to  study  some  of  its  historical  background.   Luring 
this  survey,  he  visited  the  Old  Hay  Bay  Church  and  the  cemetry 
across  the  way,  where  many  of  the  Loyalists  found  their  last 
resting  place.   He  found  that  all  the  original  gravestones  had 
fallen  over  and  covered  with  grass.   The  edge  of  one  stone 
progected  a  little  above  the  surface  and  after  the  accumulation 
of  grass  and  earth  was  removed,  the  following  inscription 
appeared;   "In  Memory  of  -  John  Roblin,  who  died  Feb.  28th.  1813, 
a^ed  38  years,  9  months  and  26  days. 

Following  her  husbands  death,  John  Roblin 's  widow,  removed 
to  Sophiasburgh  in  the  County  of  Prince  Edward,  where  she  bought 
one  hundred  acres  of  land,  where  she  herself  cut  down  the  trees 
and  build  her  first  log  cabin,  her  children  being  too  young  to 
render  any  assistance. 

Pages  nine,  ten  and  eleven,  concludes  the  history  of  the 
Roblin  Family  and  was  written  by  the   Historian  -  Alexander 
Campbell  Orsborne. 

This  'Writer* 8  Grandmother  was  Elizabeth  Roblin;  fifth 
child  of  Philip  Roblin  -  who  was  the  the  eldes  son  of  Loyalist 
John  Roblin  M.P.P.  of  Adopphustown.    Elizabeth  Roblin  and 
Joseph  Foster  of  Korthport,  Prince  Edward  County,  were  married 
on  August  21st.,  1826.,  and  were  pioneers  at  Moscow,  in  the 
Tovmship  of  Camden,  County  of  Lennox  and  Addington  and  this 
History  is  written  on  the  estate  formerly  owened  and  occupied 
by  our  revered  ancestors 
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Sophiasburgh  and  the  Roblin  families 
(By  Alezander  Campbell  Orsborne) 


The  Roblin* s  came  to  Canada  in  the  Major  VanAlstine  Party,  and  landed  at 
Adolphustown  on  the  l6th  of  June,  1784. 

In  the  annual  return  of  the  inhabitants  of  Adolphustowi,  taken  in  1812, 
John  Roblin' s  name  appears  but  he  is  supposed  to  have  died  about  that  time.  His 
wife  was  Elizabeth  Moore.  After  her  husband's  death  she  removed  to  Sophiasburgh 
where  she  bought  a  hundred  acres  of  land  for  twenty-five  dollars,  vdiich  she  paid 
for  in  weaving.  She  herself  cut  down  the  trees  and  built  her  own  log  cabin.  She 
subsequently  married  John  Canniff ,  the  founder  of  6annifton»  and  a  great  uncle  of 
the  historian, 

Sophiasburgh,  long  known  as  the  Sixth  Tovm.,  commemorates  the  name  of  Sophia, 
velfth  child  and  daughter  of  King  George  III.  This  tOMiship  was  settled  by  many 
Loyalists  who  came  in  response  to  Governor  Simcoe's  proclamation  of  February 
'92,  but  large  numbers  of  U.S.  Loyalists,  who  had  come  with  Major  VanAlstine's 
to  Adolphustovm,  later  made  their  homes  in  Sophiasburgh.  Grants  of  200 
)f  land  were  given  to  all  who  had  borne  arms  in  the  British  cause.  It  is  said 
m^y   families  on  landing  placed  guns  in  the  hands  of  their  children  in  order 
to  qualify  for  receiving  grants.  In  this  way  extensive  land  grants  were  made  in 
Sophi-asWrgh  to  Loyalists,  who  had  located  in  Adolphustown,  but  viiich  vjere  never 
claimed,  and  rich  holdings  were  often  sold  for  a  mere  trifle,  as  Sophiasburgh  was 
conside37ed  at  that  time  to  be  a  backwoods  region. 

The  Roblin  family  came  from  Nev/  Jersey.  Two  brothers,  John  and  Stephen,  bore 
arms  in  the  British  cause,  and  John  received  a  wound  in  his  knee  which  crippled  him 
for  life.  Both  brothers  and  their  families,  Owen  Roblin,  Sr. ,  and  Jr.,  were  with 
Major  VanAlstine's  party  viiien  they  landed  in  Adolphustofe,  the  l6th  of  June,  1784, 
John  died  soon  after  from  the  wound  in  his  knee.  His  wiEow  and  family  moved  to 
Sophiasburgh  in  1817,  where  she  purchased  100  acres  ■vdiich  included  "Princess  Sophia's 
Ravine,"  and  a  prospective  mill  site  for  $35.00,  and  built  her  own  log  house,  paying 
for  the  whole  in  weaving,  vdiich  must  have  been  a  severe  task,  more  particularly  on 
one  of  those  old-time  primitive  hand  looms.  Mrs.  Maude  Benson,  the  Canadian  writer, 
designates  her,  "Grand  Old  Pioneer  Mother."  "Princess  Sophia's  Ravine"  is  a 
historic  gorge  in  Sophiasburgh  on  the  Long  Reach,  about  ,ei^t  miles  east  of  Picton, 
sommonly  known  as  Roblin' s  Mills,  but  so  named  in  distincti|jji  to  another  Roblin' s 
Mills  in  Ameliasburg,  built  later  by  Owen  Roblin,  of  the  same  f^ily.  Following 
closely  on  V/idow  Roblin' s  advent  to  "Princess  Sophia's  Ravine,"  Jesse  Potter,  another 
New  Jersey  U.S.  Loyalist,  came  to  Sophiasburgh  settling  on  the  lot  next  to  the  Widow 
Roblin' s  v/est  of  the  Ravine.  Meantime,  settlement  increasing,  the  nearest  mills 
being  at  Napanee  and  Congers,  viz.,  at  the  two  ends  of  the  Long  Reach,  the  demand 
for  bread  stuffs  became  very  urgent.  In  l8l7  the  enterprising  Widow  Roblin  built  a 
small  grist  mill  located  about  half  way  down  the  Ravine,  an  unpretentious  log 
structure,  with  one  run  of  stones.  For  a  number  of  years  the  mill  v/as  patronized  to 
its  capacity,  and  filled  a  great  want  in  the  neighborhood.  The  old  mill  was  used 
latterly  as  a  cooper's  shop,  and  was  still  standing  in  1843,  but  finally  disappeared, 
and  even  the  situation  had  been  forgotten.  Later,  when  the  site  was  pointed  out  by 
myself,  the  only  person  living  who  could  confirm  the  location  was  the  late  James  P. 
Roblin  (father  of  Sir  Rodmond  P.  Roblin),  who  died  at  the  venerable  age  of  ninety-two. 
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On  the  death  of  Widow  Roblin,  she  left  this^valuable  property  and  desirable 
situation  to  her  son,  Philip  Roblin  Sr.,  -who  inherited  much  of  his  mother*s 
energy.  After  her  death,  Philip  discarded  the  old  log  house  and  built  a 
handsome  frame  residence.  He  also  built  the  second  grist  mill,  a  more  pretentious 
frame  structure,  with  two  run  of  stones,  and  adequate  equipment,  a  few  yards 
further  down  stream  than  the  old  log  mill.  This  w^s  the  beginning  of  a  rapidly 
increasing  patronage  vfiiich  continued  until  Riilip  Sr, ,  died,  leaving  five  sons, 
Philip  Jr.,  OwBn  Jr.,  Levi,  John  P.,  and  Caleb;  and  four  daughters,  Phoebe,  who 
married  l/Ir.  Rogers  and  settled  in  Vjliitby;  Mary  \/\4io  married  Tito.  Port,  v/ho  died  soon 
after;  Keziah  who  married  Squire  George  Frury  in  Sophiasburgh  and  Elizabeth  who 
married  Joseph  Foster  of  Camden.  Hiilip  Jr. ,  inherited  the  homestead  and  estate; 
John  P.  was  elected  M.P.P. ,  and  for  years  held  a  prominent  position  in  the  Upper 
Canada  Legislature;  Caleb  was  drowned  while  crossing  the  ice  from  Marshfront  to 
the  Indian  Reserve;  Own  Roblin  Jr.,  built  the  mill  in  Ameliasburgh,  long  known 
as  the  Seventh  Tovm. 

The  power  dam  of  the  mills  at  "Princess  Sophia* s  Ravine"  was  located  entirely 
on  the  adjoining  farm  of  Jesse  Potter,  the  western  comer  of  the  dam  approaching 
within  four  feet  of  Mr,   Potter's  barn  and  flooding  a  large  area  of  his  reserve 
woodlands.  In  consequence  there  was  a  bitter  contention  and  annual  lawsuits 
between  Mr.  Potter  and  Philip  Roblin  Sr.,  which  continued  many  years,  but  which 
proved  futile,  and  Mr.  Roblin  succeeded  in  maintaining  his  mill  privileges. 
Finally  these  rivalries  ceased,  when  Philip  Roblin  Sr. ,  passed  away  at  a  ripe  old 
age,  and  a  large  concourse  of  friends  and  neighbors  saw  his  remains  carried  from 
the  old  red  mansion  to  the  little  cemetery  on  the  hillside,  of  which  event  I  have 
a  recollection,  as  a  witness.  Jesse  Potter  soon  followed,  at  the  advanced  age  of 
eighty-three  years,  which  event  also  I  remember.  Standing  beside  the  coffin,  I 
was  just  tall  enough  to  see  his  stem  and  pallid  features  over  the  edge  of  the 
coffin. 

The  former  rivals  are  now  quietly  reposing  side  by  side,  each  in  his  narrow 
bed,  -wdaich  was  once  his  ovm  property,  not  by  design,  but  because  the  little  cemetery 
is  just  on  the  line  between  the  two  farms,  at  the  foot  of  the  Ravine,  near  the  Bay. 

On  the  decease  of  Philip  Roblin  Sr.,  Philip  Jr.,  his  son,  who  died  in  1899» 
inherited  the  estate  and  succeeded  to  the  business.  Soon  after  his  father's  death 
he  built  the  third  grist  mill  at  the  head  of  the  Ravine,  near  the  bridge  where  the 
road  crosses,  — a  fine,  three  storey  modern  structure,  with  over-shot  water  wheel, 
seventeen  feet  in  diameter,  with  three  run  of  stones.  He  also  erected  a  large 
storehouse  just  across  the  road,  which  was  ultimately  connected  with  the  mill  by  an 
over-head  gangway.  He  likewise  added  a  complete  saw  mill  equipment  to  the  lower 
mill,  operated  by  both  steam  and  vater  power,  and  in  various  ways  enlarged  and  in- 
creased it  till  the  milling  business  here  expanded  to  one  of  the  most  extensive 
in  Canada.  Large  consignments  of  flour  were  for  many  years  shipped  regularly  from 
these  mills  to  foreign  lands,  until  Roblin' s  Mills  became  for  a  time  a  leading 
commercial  centre  in  the  country,  and  a  considerable  lake  depot,  v/ith  storehouses, 
shops  and  docks  for  convenience  of  shipping.  Philip  Roblin  Jr.,  also  replaced  the 
old  red  frame  homestead  with  a  large  stone  house  and  drive  house.  The  grounds  were 
enclosed  by  a  massive  stone  wall.  He  married  Elizabeth  Ann  Bogart  of  Adolphustown, 
six  children  were  born,  Robert  Baldwin,  Ormand  Bogart,  Harvey  Price,  Allen  Dougkss, 
Emma  Augusta  and  Adolphus. 
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Robert  Baldwin  married  Sarah  Elizabeth  Mallory  of  Adolphustoiwa,  later  moving 
to  Stockton,  California,  where  they  lived  until  they  passed  away.  Two  daughters 
survive  them,  Mrs.  Estelle  Roblin  Llorris  and  Elsie  Augusta  Roblin.  Ormand  Bogart 
and  Harvey  Price  went  to  California,  living  there  but  a  few  years  when  death 
claimed  them.  Emma  Augusta  married  David  B.  Cole,  two  sons  being  bom  to  them, 
durward  Belmont  of  Green  Point  and  Hilliard  Roblin  of  Stockston,  California,  Allen 
Douglas  moved  to  Rochester  xvhere  he  died  while  y^t  a  young  man.  Adolphus  Roblin 
married  Augusta  Rutten  of  Sophiasburgh .  They  had  one  son,  Ormand  Wilfrid,  who  now 
lives  in  Rochester,  New  York. 

Leviil  Roblin,  one  of  the  brothers  previously  mentioned,  built  a  sawmill  at 
the  foot  of  the  Ravine  near  the  Bay,  and  likewise  a  private  residence.  The  former 
was  equipped  with  an  old-fashioned  upright  saw,  worked  by  a  water  wheel  and  crank, 
and  -stiich  for  many  years  did  the  principal  share  of  custom  sawing,  and  was  the  only 
saw  mill  in  an  extensive  region.  Its  persistent  measured  beats  were  an  object  of 
interest  to  youthful  eyes  that  watched  its  movements  by  the  hour. 

The  only  approach  to  the  little  cemetery  from  the  east  was  under  the  flume  of 
the  saw  mill,  then  over  the  brook  and  up  the  hillside.  On  numerous  occasions  it  has  been 
my  melancholy  privilege  to  witness  funeral  pi^cessions  bearing  their  precious  burden 
vdth  trembling  footsteps,  carefully  choose  houlders  in  crossing  the  stream,  and  then 
make  their  way  up  the  hillside  to  the  cemetery.  Originally  a  private  burial  plot, 
the  first  to  occupy  a  place  in  this  primitive  hillside  cemetery  was  Widow  Roblin, 
with  her  sons,  grandsons,  and  numerous  family  relatives,  each  grave  marked  by  a  suitable 
monument.  In  time,  however,  it  became  a  general  burial  place  for  the  neighbourhood, 
and  many  of  the  early  inhabitants  in  a  widely  extended  area  found  a  final  resting-place 
in  this  sequestered  and  romantic  abode  of  the  dead. 


I  visited  the  familiar  scene  in  1914,  and  to  my  amazement  the  Ravine  had  become 
literally  a  desert.  Where  once  stood  three  grist  mills,  two  saw  mills,  two  private 
residences,  a  merchant's  shop,  and  extensive  storehouse  and  dock,  all  have  been  dis- 
mantled and  not  a  vestige  remains.  The  fine  mill  at  the  head  of  the  Ravine  has  entirely 
disappeared,  — not  even  a  stone  of  the  fovmdation  reaains;  in  fact  none  of  the 
locations  can  be  discerned  except  by  those  familiar  with  the  former  site.  The  dam  is 
obliterated,  and  the  ground  devoted  to  grain  crops.  Where  once  were  witnessed  scenes 
of  industry  and  commercial  prosperity,  nothing  remains  to  awaken  the  memory  but 
"beetling  cliffs,  a  hillside  cemetery  anda  purling  brook."  One  is  forcibly  reminded 
of  Macaulay*s  New  Zealander,  seated  on  a  broken  arch  of  London  bridge,  surgeying 
the  ruins  of  a  city. 
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The  Roblins  and  other  United  Empire  Loyalists 
who  came  to  Canada  from  the  United  States  in  1784, 
made  a  magnificient  contribution  in  laying  the 
foundation  -  "broad  and  deep  -  on  v/hich  the 
Canada  of  the  future  was  to  be  built. 

Their  outstanding  courage  and  enterprise 
has  never  been  surpassed. 

The  Midland  District;  comprising  the  County's 
of  Frontenac  -  Lennox  and  Addington  -  Prince  Edward 
and  Hastings  -  was  transformed  from  a  wilderness 
and  made  to  blossom  like  the  rose  and  made 
possible  the  thriving  towns  and  villages, 
which  dot  the  landscape  to  day. 


Our  Fathers  toiled,  but  in  a  glorious  fight.
